DIVISION 3—SMALL-CUPPED 


Cup (or crown) measuring less than one-third the 
length of the perianth segments (petals), varieties 
marked (3a) have a yellow perianth. Varieties marked 
(3b) have a white perianth. Varieties marked (3c) both 
perianth and cup white. 


EDWARD BUXTON. (3a) A most outstanding exhibition 
flower. The large soft yellow perianth with its overlapping 
petals is star-shaped; the cup is flat and of a deep orange 
red. A very beautiful variety that is long lasting and 


charming in the garden. Award of Merit, Haarlem, Hol-

Beautiful in the Rockery and along the Woodland Paths 


By “little Daffodils” are meant certain wild species of 
small stature that are all too seldom seen in gardens but 
that are, when given proper conditions, no more difficult 
to grow and to keep than are their prototypes of the later 
spring. 

That they are not more grown is perhaps due to the 
entirely unfounded belief that prevails in many quarters 
that these little Daffodils are not hardy. This is not at all 
the case. They are quite hardy in the face of many de- 
grees of extreme cold, but they do require certain condi- 
tions of soil and drainage if they are to be permanent 
and increase their kind as we would have them do. More- 
over the bulbs are so small that they are frequently 
injured or dug out of the soil through thoughtless use 
of the hoe or spade in the part of the garden where they 
live—and this I believe to be the most frequent cause of 
failure with them. 


BULBOCODIUM CONSPICUUS. Flowers rich gold 
yellow, or hoop petticoat form and rush-like foliage; 
height, 6 inches. Prefers a dampish, sandy peat soil.

CANALICULATUS. A dainty little Polyanthus Narcissus 
from Mentone, suitable for sunny positions in the rock 
garden. It has narrow erect bluish green foliage and

THE STORY OF THE EREMURUS 
KNOWN also as the “Foxtail Lily,” “Desert-Candle” or 
“Giant Asphodel,” they are with the exception of the 
variety Himalaicus, native of Turkestan. 

As the method of reproduction is very slow, the roots 
are collected in the desert country of Turkestan, far from 
habitation, and carried by caravan to the nearest ship- 
ping center whence they are brought to the great nurs- 
eries in Holland where they are grown until acclimatized 
and exported to other countries. 


A WELL GROWN clump of Eremuri may justly be re- 
garded as an achievement to be proud of. The great flower 
stalk, often eight feet tall and more, rises from a crowded 
tuft of long, narrow leaves, and is crowned by a flower 
spike two to three feet long, composed of closely set bell 
shaped flowers, star-like in effect, in soft tones of rose, 
yellow, salmon and white. 

When the gigantic flowering is over, the plant disap- 
pears entirely, but reappears very early in the spring, 
when it is advisable to protect the young flower spike from 
late frosts. 

To fill the great bare space left when the plant goes to 
rest, Gypsophilas may be planted near at hand and kept 
staked until the Eremurus dies down, when they may be 
allowed to fall forward in its place.
